Dr. W. E. Payne, a member of one of the 
Oldest families in Eastern Missouri, and one 
of the best known physicians and surgeons, 
died in horrible agony at the Mayficld Sani- 


tarium Friday night. 

Wasted to a mere shadow, his whole 
frame quivering with ‘excruciating pain, 
convulsion followed convulsion until the suf- 
ferer sank lifeless at the very feet of the 
skilled but helpless physicians. 

In death the pinched and drawn features 
tell the agony of his last hours, 

Dr. Payne's death marks an unparalleled 
victory of will over body, mind over matter. 
As the end approached pone Knew it bet- 
ter than he. 

His medical knowledge told him he had 
to put forth his hand to be saved; 
that a single dose of the drug he handled 
eo lavishly in health would banish the pain 
that shook every nerve, and bring the rest- 
ful sleep he so much coveted. Yet in the 
face of the rapid 
indomitable will prevailed and the reso- 
lution made scarcely a month ago remained 
unbroken, 

Dr. Payne was brought to the Sanitarium 
Tuesday evening, by Dr. H. T. Colman of 
Pattonville, his professional partner. 

Dr, W. H. Mayfield, who received him, 
maid he was then ina state of collapse, but 
had been buoyed up by stimulants in order 
to withstand the journey. That evening, as 
g result of frequent application of narcot- 
ics, the patient had a laughing spasm. 

For three hours he rolled In laughter upon 
his cot, All efforts of the physicians to quiet 
him were futile, and he emerged from that 
ordeal in an exhausted condition. 

The terrible pains returned and for two 
hours longer he tossed in the greatest 
agony. ; 

Morphine was suggested, but Dr. Payne 
forbade its use, and chloral was substituted, 
with the result that the remainder of the 
night was spent in comparative comfort.

EIGHT STRANDS WERE TAKEN. 


THE ST. LOUIS SERVICE DEMOR- 
ALIZED FOR TWELVE HOURS 
OF A BUSY NIGHT. 


OFFICIALS ARE ~— INDIGNANT. 


Strenuous Efforts Made to Catch the 
Thieves and a Vigorous Prose- 
cution Promised by General 
Manager Dougherty. 


The Postal Cable Company has been 
robbed of a mile and a quarter of copper 
wire, valucd at $80. 

Ten wires were working fromthe 
St. Louis office, east and south, over the 
Hhads bridge. At 10 o’clock Thursday night 
an operator discovered he had no connec- 
tion and reported a wire down. In a few min- 
utes the same thing happened to another 
operator, and before half an hour had passed 
the night chief had a report that eight wires 
were down. All messages were then flashed 
through the two loops. 

The indicator showed that the wires were 
down somewhere north of the Merchants’ 
Bridge, on the Illinois side. At this seuson 
of the year tramps cause telegraph com- 
panies much trouble, Occasionally they set 
fire to a tre@, the tree falls across a, net- 
work of wires and the wires go down. 

When the eight wires were lost it was 
thought in the St. Louis main office to be 
‘another case of tramps and a burning tree. 
At 7 o'clock Friday morning the line gang 
went out to repair the break. 

North of the Merchants’ Bridge, along 
Gabaret Island, the workmen found that 
the wires had been cut, from pole to pole, 
and carried away. Nothing was left but the 
poles and the glass insulators on the cross- 


beams. Twenty spans, the distance betwecn 
twenty poles, had been cut and removed, 
In all 3h pounde of wire, equal to awingle 
wire a mile and a quarter long, were stolen. 

The line gang did not have enough wire 
to repair the break, and had to send back to 
St. Louis for a supply. This cauSed a delay 
but fast work was done by the linemen, an 
by 10 o’clock the eight lines had been re- 
placed.

QUALIFIES AS A WITNESS. 


FIRST TIME THIS HAS BEEN PER- 
MITTED IN ST. LOUIS OR 
IN THE STATE. 


NEW LINE IN MURDER TRIALS. 


Prof. C. W. Smith Pronounces John 
Thomaschuetz Insane, After Feel- 
ing the Bumps on His Head 
—Tells of Experience. 


For the first time in the history of the 
criminal courts of St. Louis and of the 
entire State of Missouri, phrenology has 
been recognized as a science in determin- 
ing Insanity. 

In Judge Zachritz’ court Saturday noon 
Prof. C. W. Smith, a phrenologtst, was 
permitted to qualify as an expert in tne 
ease of John Thomascheutz, on trial for 
the murder of his sweetheart, Annie 


Rausch. 

Prof. Smith was tntroduced by the at- 
torneys for the defendant. Their object in 
hearing the testimony of Prof. Smith was 
to prove from a phrenological standpoint 
that ThomascheutzZ is insane and therefore 
not responsible for the killing of Annie 


Rausch. 
There wa's a spirited skirmish of half an 


hour before Prof. Smith was permitted to 
testify. Circuit Attorney Eggers objected 
to the qualification of Prof. Smith as an 
expert on the ground that phrenvlogy is 
not a science and is not so recognized by 


the Circuit Attorney insinuated 
broadly that Prof. Smith, as a phrenologist, 
had no means of knowing any more about 
insanity than the farmer who grows corn. 

Attorneys Staubus and Robertson, for the 
defense, took the opposite view and argued 
their point mest vigorously.

in Philadelphia Firmly Believe That 


He Was Murdered. 


Archbishop Ryan Not Satis- 
fied With the Coroner’s 
Finding in the Case and 
Will Take Means to Fer- 
ret Out the Crime.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 13.—The Cor- 
oner’s jury has rendered a verdict that Rev. 
Henry J. McPake, who was found dead 
Wednesday morning. came to his death from 
Natura! causes, The verdict is death from 
Uraemia, in accordance with the finding of 
the autopsy held by Coroner’s Physician 
Cattle. 

The verdict leaves the whole affair 
shrvsided in more mystery than ever, and 
the finding is decidedly displeasing to every- 
body most interested in the affair. 

Archbishop Ryan and the clergy are stil! 
firm in the belief that Father McPake was 
murdered by footpads and ‘then ~arried to 
the place where he was found. All the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the finding of his 
body and his movements of the night before 
have a tendency to strengthen the bellef in 
epite of the positive statement of Dr. Cat- 
tle. 

Fr. McPake was found dead Wednesday 
morning in the area way beneath the porch 
in the rear of St. Paul’s Academy, Christian 
etreet, above Ninth, by Mrs. Mary Reed, 
whose daily duty it is to clean up the Insti- 
tutfon, which is under the direction of the 
Sisters of the Immaculate Heart of Mary. 

She had come in by the front door, to 
which she has a key. The sisters had just 
gone to St. Paul’s Church across the street, 
where mass was being sald by Fr. Donovan. 
Mrs. Reed went down to the basement, and, 
opening the back door, had the first view of 
the body. 

She at first thought that it was that of a 
tramp. It lay all in a heap, face downward. 

he did not take another look, but fled to 
the street, She soon found Policeman Spar- 
Doro and Wagner and brought them back to 
the house. 

The face of the dead man was blue and 
the features were distorted. The clothes 
told that he was a priest and letters in his 
pockeis soon revealed his identity. 

Mrs. Reed rushed over to the chapel in 
the adjoining convent, where mass was just 
over, and told the Mother Superior of the 
ghastly find. fr. Donovan and Fr. Kernan 
of St. Paul’s Church, just across the street, 
went over to the ‘house and found the body 
had been lifted out of the areaway and 
laid upon the back, revealing several 
wounds upon the face and a lump upon the 
forehead. ° 

There was blood in the areaway where 
the body had been found and there were a 


/couple of drops upon the upper step of the 


flight leading to it. The dead man's coat 
was folded up and lay upon the porch with 
his hat. on top of it. His shirt and trousers 
seemed to show signs of a struggle, whiie 

t was the general impression that the 
ump upon the forehead had been caused by 
a blow with a sandbag. 

The location and surroundings of St. 
Paul's Academy are such that it is diffi- 
cult to conceive how Father McPake 
reached the spot where his body was 
found. The building stands in the center 
of a large yard, in the rear of which is 
Montrose street. There is a high board 
fence front and back. The fence in the rear 
has three gateways—one for wagons, which 
was nailed up three months ago: one lead- 
ing to the street, and one to Brady’s stable. 
Both of the latter were bolted, and the 
gate in the front fence was locked—not 
ears J when the Academy was closed up 
early on Tuesday evening, but when the 
janitress arrived yesterday morning. 

The porch in the rear of the building 
extends over the areaway, the bottom of 
the latter being about four feet below 
the yard level. There ts no_ protective 
railing at the top; nothing but a wire 
stretched above the ground-probably for 
the training of plants. Just Snatde one of 
the smaller gateways in the rear is an 
ash heap, and some of the investigators 
found a distingjly marked heel print in the 
ashes, close to the fence; of what signifi- 
cance they do not know. 

ascueney Ryan has been urged to offer 
a reward of $5,000 for the arrest and-con- 
viction of Father McPake’s murderers, and 
this reward probably will be announced 
within the next few days. Detectives from 

yew York will be engaged and -a most 
thorough investigation will be made. A 
priest said fo-day: 

“The clergy are of the opinion that the in- 
terests of religion, the good name of the 
Sisters of the Immaculate Heart and the 
memory of the dead priest’s zood name de- 
mand that further investigation should be 
made. 

“tTveryvthing seems to indicate that the 
murderers, after committing their crime, 
expressly chose the rear of St. Paul's 
Academy as a good place to depos't their 
victim. It evidently was their idea that tha 
ecclesiastical authorities would be loath to 
unearth what might possibly be a scandal. 
All the Catholics in this city are confident 
that they have nothing to fear from that 


source. 


DUELIST KEPT HIS. PROMISE 


Died Without Giving the Name of His 
Slayer.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Nov. 18.—On_ the 
morning of July 22 the proprietor of a resort 
located between this city and Mishawaka 
was aroused by a noise at his door. He

Measuring off thirty feet, 
two revolvers were loaded, and, back to 
back, the men counted three, then turned 
and began shooting. Edwards fell. Raising 
himself, he plteousiy begged for mercy and 
fis life. He was young and etrong and 
thought he could live. vf given a chance 
he solemnly pledged to always “‘stand pat”’ 
and never betray his murderer. The man 
eonsented, carned him to the half-way 
‘house and left him there. Edwards lived 
a week, but to his dying breath refused to 
divulge the story of the murder.

STRIKE WITHOUT HARD- 
SHIP TO THE MEN. 


OPERATORS WON'T BE HURT. 


Some of the Large Consumers Are 
Willing to Stand an Increase 
of Contract Prices. 


One way of ending the coal miners’ strike 
in Illinois and pay the scale demanded by 
the strikers is to get the large consumers 
to pay the Increase in spite of existing 
contracte. The small consumer, of course, 
must pay the price demanded. He has no 
alternative. 

The Madison Coal Co., whose m nes are 
at Kdwardsvillie and Mt. Olive, is making 
a move in this direction. George W. Me- 
Cormick, sales agent for the company, has 
been trying for some days to secure the 
consent of their large contract buyers to 
pay an advance over the contract price, 
not to exceed 14 cents a ton. In some cases 
contract buyers have consented. 

L. W. Engi:sh, Secretary of the Brown 
Tobacco Co., said: ‘The mine owners are 
seeking to effect a settlement with the 
str. kers on the basis of their customers 
paying the advance, not to exceed 14 cents 
a ton. We see no reason why consumers 
should not accept a proposition of this kind. 
It would not be very -hhard on the con- 
sumers, and we think the miners ought to 
be better pa'd. We use on an average 
something over two tons of coal daily. At 
14 cents a ton increase this would make a 
difference to us of less than $2 a week. 
The companies have a strike clause in their 
contracts, anyway, and we have not been 
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track about midnight. Close behind him 
were two men.

OVERPRODUCTION. 
The account of the operations of the 
| Strawboard Trust is an object lesson on 
the conditions of industry, as they will af. 
fect consumers under the trust system. 
The Strawboard Trust finds that in one 
day, with modern machinery and thor- 
ough organization it can produce twice 
as much as the country can consume in 
the same period. Hence, an apparent 
overproduction is brought about. 

The overproduction is, of course, only 
apparent .because it is caused by the in- 
ability of the masses of the people who 
constitute the home market to purchase 
and consume more than their ineome 
permits. Their income, in turn, so far 
as they are wage earners, is limited by 
the extent and power of consumption of 
the “market,” of which they are a large 
part. Thus we have a vicious circle. The 
consumers must use up the so-called 
overproduction which their labor has 
brought about. But in shutting down for 


this purpose the market fs suddenly cur- 
tailed by the amount these very consum- 
ers would use if no shutdown existed. 

This state of things, as far aS’ the home 
market is concerned, can only be bettered 
in either of two ways. Prices can be re- 
duced, or wages can be Increased by the 
Trusts allowing the workers a greater 
share in the profits. Either or both of 
these methods would increase consump- 
tion, thus obviating the necessity of clos- 
ing down industries. / 

So far the Trusts have not shown them. 
selves willing to reduce prices .or in- 
crease wages. All the enormous profits 
from improved machinery and better or- 
vanization go to the few and not to tha 
consumers generally. Stagnation in mar- 
kets is the inevitable consequence. And 
it is one of the inherent evils of the 


Trust system. 4

SWIFT JUSTICE METED OUT. 


Three Bad Boys Sent to the Reform 
School in Short Order. 
Special to the Post-Dispsteb. 

ARCOLA, IIL, Nov. 13.—A remarkable 
criminal case has just been disposed of in 
the Circuit Court now in session. ‘ Within 
a space of time occupying less than twenty- 
four hours George Moore, Frank Smith 
and Ed Foltz committed three criminal of- 
fences within a distance of twenty-five 
miles; highway robbery, Sarglary and horse- 
Stealing, were captured and sentenced to 
the retorm school, all being too young for 
the penitentiary. . 

Monday they stole a horse 
Ridge, tive miles north of Tuscola. Travels 
ing south about three miles they held up 
Pete Henry, a farm hand, securing from him 
$4.0 at the point of a pistol. Two miles

The Old Tucker Scheme Revived in the 
House of Delegates. 


A railroad scheme that for fourteen years 
has annually bobbed up in the Municipal 
Assembly was brought to the front again in 
the House Friday night. 

It is known as the Tucker Elevated Rail- 
road, which was once paraded up and down 
the city legislative halls, bolstered up by 
the name of Gen. VU. S. Grant and other 
men of national and local fame on its list 
of directors. 

The surface route mapped out by the 
North and South railway scheme will an- 
swer for the aerial route of the elevated. 
Twice the bill was treated seriously enough 
to pass the House, but loaded down with so 
many amendments that the promoters re- 
pudiated it. 

Speaker Protem Harry Wittenberg is the 
bill’s new sponsor, and asthe is one of the 
leaders of the ‘‘solid seventeen,’’ it is sup- 
posed that the bill has the sanction of the 
majority. 

By way of compensation to the city the 
bill. asks to be exempt from payment of any 
sum to the city for the first five of its fifty 
years’ franchise, but for the remaining 
forty-five years to pay to the city $1,000,000 
at the rate of $22,222.22 a year. 

The bill passed to second reading last 
night, but not without objection from ex- 
Speaker Lloyd, who characterized it as a 
frivolous measure, so often rejected by the 
Assembly that it was a waste of time to 
again consider it. The objection was voted 
down by a vote of 18 to 9. 

Mr. Lioyd introduced a bill regarded as 
quite as frivolous as the elevated railway 
scheme. He would make it a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of not more than $0 
nor less than $5 to play Rugby football in 
the city Hmits. 

Mr. Judy submitted a bill which had the 
endosement of Police Commissioner Lewis, 
providing an increase of the police force by 
10 men, one captain and eight sergeants. 
The patrolmen to be appointed for one year 
at a salary of $60 per month. 

The bill for the removal of Grant statue 
to Washington Square was finally passed. 


Comptroller Sturgeon—in reply to the 
resolution of the Council inquiring as to 
the legality of paying the expenses of the 
Election Commissioners’ late junket to 
New York City—said the allowance of such 
expenses was plainly within the purview of 
the appropriations for that department. 

At the suggestion of the Railroad Com- 
mittee the bill to vacate Atlantic street 
for ‘the benefit of the Terminal Railway 
Association was filed. So was the bill au- 
thorizing the Wabash road to build a 
switch on Collins street to the factory of 
Leonard & Ellis. 

Mr. Carroll brought up the North and 
South Railway bill, but only to present the 
petition of the Elleardville Improvement 
Association, praying for its passage. No 
reference was made to the various other 
railroad ordinances pending in the Council, 


TO COLONIZE MEXICO. 


A Rothschild Head of a Big English 
Syndicate. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 13.—The Gov- 
ernment newspaper, El Mundo, says that a 
contract ‘has been signed between Liman- 
tour, Secretary of Finance, and an English 
company. It is claimed that this syndicate 
undertakes to place in various portions of 
Mexico within the space of twenty-five 
years a round million of European colon- 
ists, ‘The company which has the trans- 
action ip hand is organized in England. One 
of the Rothschilds is active president. It 
cuarantees to take over the public debt 
(which debt El Mundo does not state, but 
presumably some of the later issues, 
amounting to about $110,000,000), and as a 
guarantee of good faith they will deposit 
$1,000,000 with the London Bank of this city. 

The Government, on its part, agrees to 
turn over 33 1-3 per cent of all receipts to 
the foreign syndicate. It also agrees to pay 
$100 for each family located as colonists 


4 and withdraw all the public lands from the 


market, giving the new syndicate the ex- 
clusive use of the Government lands for 
their own colonizing purposes. The Gov- 
ernment also agrees to defray 30 per cent of 
the cost of any public buildings erected in 
any of the colonies, the plans of the same 
having previously been approved by the 
Government, 


BEARD WAS NOT LYNCHED. 


Troops Saved His Life, but He Will 
Hang Dec. 10. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 13.—The timely 
arrival of troops at Carrollton, Pickens 
County, about daylight yesterday morning 
thwarted the efforts of a mob to lynch Bud 
Beard, colored, on trial there for rape. The 
lynehers were just preparing to close in 
upon the court-house, where the Sheriff and 
a dozen deputies had stood guard all night, 
when the Warrior Guards of Tuscaloosa 
drove up and dispersed the throng, The 
soid'ers surrounded the court-house. Court 
was reconvened at 9 o'clock. By noon it 
was over and Beard had been sentenced to

A Great Deal of important Wori: Done 
by the Base Ball Men Yesterday. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—The Nat'ona] 
League to-day abolished the Temple Cup 
series by passMhg a resolution which pro- 
hibits exhibition games at any time between 
National League clubs, and declares that 
the League shall in no manner authorize or 
lend its support ‘to any game or games be- 
tween the clubs of its membership, except 
those provided for in the regular adopted 
schedule. 

A committee, consisting ®f Messrs. Young 
Byrne and Watkins, was appointed to com- 
municate with Mr. Temple of Pittsburg, the 
donor of the prize, to ascertain his desire as 
to the disposition of the cup. 

The proposition from the minor leagues 
which modifies the rules relating to the 
drafting of players, and which was favor- 
ably recommended by the National Board of 
Arbitraiion was adopted. It provides that no 
player in the Eastern, Western or Atlantic 
leagues shall be drafted by the major league 
until he shall have been two years with 
the minor league club, and that not more 
than two players can be drafted from any 
club of these leagues. 

The present National Board of Arbitra- 
tion, consisting of Messrs. Young, Robison, 
Soden, Byrne, Hart and Brush, was re- 
elected and the Board of Directors, which 
is chosen by lot, will consist of Messrs. Von 
der Horst of Baltimore, Reach of Phila- 
delphia, Earl Wagner of Washington, 
Pulliam of Louisvil.e, Von der Ahe of St. 
Lou's and Watkins of Pittsburg. 

The Treasurer was authorized to present 
a check to the Harry Wright Memorial As- 
sociation for $354. to make up the deficit in 
the fund of that association incurred by the: 
erection in Philadelphia of a monument to 
the veteran player and manager, the total 
cos: of which was $3,775. 

A donation of $75 was made to John Car- 
turlves, the fireman of Cincinnati, who, 
while witnessing a game in that city, was 
severely injured in the head with a beer 
glass thrown by Umpire Tim Hurst.

Prof. Nipher’s apparatus was made under 
his personul direction at Washington Uni- 
versity. It consists of a collector and a re- 
corder. The collector consists of two metal 
discs set paraliei and a quarter of an ine! 
apatt. These discs are placed on top 
freight cars. They collect the wind 
deflect thrcugh a pipe passing through the 
roof of the car to a tube filled with water. 
As the wind velocity increases the water in 
the tube rises higher in the graduated tube. 
As the pressure required to raise a given 
amount of water a given height is known, 
the exact pressure can be determined from 
the readings on the tube. 

Prof. Nipher will make
